•  Students  in  colleges  today  are 
constantly  confronted  with 
increased  demands  and 
pressures  in  pursuing 
educational  goals.  They  find 
themselves  faced  with  a  variety 
of  concerns  ranging  from 
personal  and  social  problems  to 
academic  and  career  choice.  The 
main  function  of  the  counseling 
center  in  the  modern  university  is 
to  assist  students  in  solving  such 
problems  so  that  they  can 
adequately  cope  with  any 
conflicts  or  situations  that  may 
have  a  detrimental  effect  on  their

achieving  completely  their 
educational  objectives. 
Counselors  assist  students  in 
focusing  on  realistic  ways  of 
resolving  conflict  that  might 
otherwise  distract  them  from 
living  a  self-fulfilling,  creative, 
and  emotionally  satisfying  life. 
Such  a  counseling  service  is 
available  to  PUCC  students.  The 
services  were  initiated  2  years 
ago  and  operated  in  temporary 
facilities  in  the  Gyte  Annex. 

However,  the  Counseling 
Center  has  recently  been  moved 
to  Room  7-B  of  the  Gyte  Bldg., 
site  of  the  old  PUCC  library. 
Counseling  Center  space  and 
facilities  have  been 
tremendously  expanded  to 
include  4  offices,  a  group 


centers,  lounges,  etc. 

Despite  all  these  conveniences 
which  will  make  the  educational 
experience  a  meaningful  one,  the 
size  of  the  campus  may  present  a 
few  problems  and  confusions  to 
temporary  students  and 
freshmen. 

There  have  been  a  number  of 
room  changes  made  since  last 
spring.  The  Adm_issions  and 
Financial  Aids  offices  have  been 
moved  up  to  the  first  floor  of  the 
Gyte  Building,  G175  for 
Admissions  and  G177  for 
Financial  Aids.  The  Bursar's 
Office,  Registrar  and  Computer 
Center  are  still  in  the  basement  of 
fhe  Gyte  Bldg.  Student  Services 
and  the  Career  Counseling  Center 
are  in  G3F.  The  Evening 
Administration  Office  is  between 
the  Bursar's  Office  and 
Registration.  On  the  first  and 
second  floors  are  labs  for  biology 


counseling  room,  5  individual 
testing  and  counseling  rooms  and 
a  resource  materials  center.  As  a 
result  .of  this  expansion,  the 
Counseling  Center  has  become 
capable  of  accommodating  an 
increasingly  large  number  of 
Purdue  Cal  students  and  offering 
a  wider  variety  of  counseling 
services  to  these  students. 

The  services  include  the 
following: 

1)  Personal  and  social 
counseling  which  emphasizes  the 
emotional  adjustment  of  the 
individual  in  matters  such  as 
finances,  health,  dating,  drugs, 
abortion,  marriage,  home 
relationships,  social  relations 
and  adjustments  to  college 
environment. 

2)  Vocational  counseling 
where  counselors  assist  students 
in  making  a  thorough  self¬ 
appraisal  of  interests,  abilities, 
aptitudes  and  personality  traits 
so  that  they  may  utilize  this 
information  in  making  a  realistic 
vocational  choice.  Counselors 
interpret  the  data  from  tests, 
discuss  possibilities  of  success 
and  help  the  student  work 
through  the  decision  making 
process. 

3)  Educational  counseling 
which  provides  assistance  to 
students  who  are  having 
academic  difficulties,  who  are 
indecisive  about  a  major  or  who 
wish  information  on  their  adapt¬ 
ability  to  selected  programs  of 
study. 

4)  Office  of  Veterans 
Counseling  became  effective 
Sept.  1,  1973.  It  is  a  specialized 
veterans  counseling  service 
which  is  federally  funded  and 
provides  to  veterans  all  of  the 
previously  mentioned  services. 
With  the  end  of  the  war  in  Indo¬ 
china  an  increasing  number  of 
vets  are  having  to  reenter  society 
without  enough  education  to 
equip  them  for  a  successful 
adjustment  to  civilian  life  and  a 


and  chemistry  students.  Faculty 
offices  of  science  professors  are 
located  on  the  second  floor.  If 
difficulties  arise,  the  ladies  at  the 
switchboard  will  gladly  assist. 

In  the  Gyte  Annex,  the 
sociology  and  psychology- 
anthropology  departments  are 
located  on  the  first  floor. 

No  drastic  changes  have  been 
made  at  both  the  Anderson  and 
Potter  buildings. 

The  Student-Faculty  Library 
Center  also  remains  unchanged. 
On  the  ground  floor  is  the 
Information  Center  which  is  open 
from  8  am  to  9  pm  everyday 
except  weekends  and  holidays. 
The  Oaken  Arbor  Restaurant 
noted  for  its  fine  foods  is  open 
from  7:30  am  to  7:30  pm.  The 
Bookstore,  better  known  as  the 
Calumet  Campus  Shop,  which 
offers  a  wide  variety  of  books, 
clothing,  cards,  albums,  and 
other  gift  items  is  ojsen  from  8  am 


to  8  pm  on  weekdays  and  8:30  to 
11:30  on  Saturdays. 

The  Library  and  Audio-Visual 
Service  are  located  on  the  first 
floor  of  the  SFLC.  The  Library 
collection  now  contains 
approximately  70,000  volumes, 
over  1,000  periodical 
subscriptions,  2800  microfilm 
rolls  and  69,600  microfiche  cards. 
Hours  are  Mon.  fo  Fri.  7:50  am  to 
10  pm;  Sat.  7:50  am  to  4  pm. 
Sunday,  2  pm  to  9  pm. 

The  Continuing  Education 
office.  Alumni  Hall,  Radio 
Communication  Center,  Student 
Affairs  Office,  GAS,  NEXUS  and 
other  campus  activity  offices  are 
located  on  the  third  floor.  Each 
club,  sorority  and  fraternity  has 
its  own  private  domain  and 
meeting  areas  for  discussions 
and  conferences. 

At  the  C-0  building,  the  first 
floor  consists  mostly  of 
classrooms.  The  Language 


■Department  and  Language  lab, 
communication,  political 
science,  history,  philosophy  and 
English  departments  are  located 
on  the  second  floor.  On  the  third 
floor  are  the  reception  desk. 
Dean's  Office,  Student  Services 
and  the  Business  Offices. 

There  are  enough  lounges  on 
campus  and  telephones  are 
located  at  very  accessible  areas. 
In  case  of  car  troubles,  call  the 
Safety  &  Security  Office,  Ext. 
220.  If  you  lose  valuables,  call 
Sfudent  Affairs,  Information 
Center  or  the  switchboard. 

Whatever  you  do,  wherever  you 
may  be  at  Purdue  Cal,  you  are 
sure  to  get  the  best  services  to 
make  your  school  year  a 
rewarding  one.  More  information 
about  the  university  may  be 
obtained  from  the  school  catalog.

A  counselor  is  available 
from  8  a.m.  -  5  p.m.  Monday 
through  Friday.  Evening 
appointments  are  also  arranged 
for  those  who  are  unable  to 
schedule  an  appointment  during 
the  above  hours. 

In  addition  to  the  services 
available  to  PUCC  students,  the 
Counseling  Center  coordinates  2 
other  programs  available  to 
individuals  from  fhe  local 
community  who  are  not  PUCC 
students  and  who  desire 
counseling  services.  Through  the 
Counseling  &  Guidance 
Practicum  Center,  counselors-in- 
training  under  the  supervision  of 
professional  PUCC  counselor 
education  staff  members,  are 
available  to  discuss  with 
individuals  any  concerns  of  a 
personal,  social  or  educational 
nature. 

The  Career  Counseling  Clinic, 
supervised  by  Mr.  George  Savin, 
provides  a  comprehensive 
psychological  assessment  and 
analysis  of  interests,  abilities, 
aptitudes  and  personality  traits 
designed  to  assist  individuals  in 
making  realistic  career  choices. 

All  individuals  are  invited  to 
use  the  services  of  the  counseling 
staff  if  they  feel  the  need.

PUCC  Is  A  Four-letter  Word

O.K.  boss— here  goes  no 
more  fear.  No  more  fear  to 
write  what  I  feel  and  think. 

The  Supreme  Court  rarely 
finds  itself  in  total  agreement 
on  anything.  But,  when  the 
Court  looked  at  its 
pornography  cases,  they 
were  in  total  agreement. 
They  agreed  that  present 
procedures  for  handling  por¬ 
nography  were  failures.  They 
agreed  the  existing  ruling 


must  be  changed.  The  liberal 
side  of  the  court.  Justice 
Williom  Brennan,  felt  that  all 
pornography  laws  should  be 
abolished  because  they  are 
"constitutionally  un¬ 
workable."  On  the  other  side. 
Chief  Justice  Warren  Burger, 
hoped  that  the  laws  would  be 
made  stricter  and  "more  con¬ 
crete  than  those  in  the  past." 

As  a  result,  early  in  the 
summer,  the  Court  handed 
down  a  decision  that  could 


radically  change  the  hard¬ 
core  pornography  business 
and  in  the  words  of  Time 
magazine:  "could  turn  loose 
the  forces  of  puritanical 
repression." 

Many  people  accepted  the 
decision  which  said  it  is  now 
constitutional  for  states  te 
ban  any  "works  which  appeal 
ta  the  prurient  interest  in  sex, 
which  partray  sexual  conduct 
in  a  patently  offensive  way 
and  which  do  not  have 
serious  literary,  artistic, 
political  or  scientific  value." 

The  key  word  in  this 
decision  is  "states."  Chief 
Justice  Burger  argued  that 
obscenity  has  never  been 
protected  by  the  First  Amend¬ 
ment  and  thus,  there  is  no 
constitutional  prablem.  This 
leaves  states  free  to  protect 
its  citizens  from  those  things 
which  take  away  from  the 
""quality  of  life"  and  offend 
the  ""total  environment." 

The  court  has  made  the 
standards  of  obscenity  laws 
tougher  with  more  precise 
language.  Those  works 
outlawed  must  be  defined  by 
a  law  and  this  covers  only 
works  which  ""depict  or 
describe  sexual  conduct." 

So  what  does  all  this 
mean?  The  decision,  of  cour¬ 
se,  must  be  tested  throughout 
the  courts.  But,  it  could  mean 


that  each  small  community 
can  have  its  own  obscenity 
laws  and  the  confusion  which 
would  result  from  so  many 
different  laws  wauld  be 
ridiculous.  The  publishing 
world  would  be  a  turmoil 
over  the  different  editions  for 
the  different  community  stan¬ 
dards.  Film  companies  would 
be  forced  to  turn  out  many 
versions  of  one  movie.  The 
list,  of  course,  is  endless. 

Once  again  the  Supreme 
Court  has  passed  the  buck  on 
an  extremely  controversial 
issue.  The  result  is  stricter 
state  laws  concerning  por¬ 
nography. 

When  I  first  learned  of  the 
ruling,  I  was  outraged.  This 
entire  country  is  so  horrified 
by  sex-sex  is  dirty,  nasty, 
and  the  only  place  for  it  is  the 
married  bedroom.  Sex  is  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  so  revolting. 
Right?  Wrong  I  Is  it  more 
revolting  that  the  violence 
seen  on  television  and  in  the 
movies?  We  seem  to  accept 
brutality  and  savagery  as  the 
norm.  Breasts,  penises, 
vaginas,  intercourse  and  oral 
sex  are  taboo  and  thus,  do 
not  exist.  If  we  have  violence, 
why  not  pornography? 

But,  I  realized  my  stand¬ 
point  was  wrong.  There  is  no 
relationship  between  hard-. 


But,  I  realize  my  standpoint 
core  pornography  and  real 
sexual  involvement  between 
two  sensitive  people.  Por¬ 
nography  is  demeaning  to 
participant  and  viewer  alike. 
Parnagraphy  is  alsa  dull. 
There  really  is  nathing  good 
to  be  said  about  por¬ 
nography.  So  what  is  wrong 
with  the  ruling?  It  limits 
something  that  has  very  little 
appeal  to  me.  And,  if  it 
doesn't  appeal  to  me,  then  let 
is  be  banned.  Fine.  But,  it  still 
doesn't  sound  right.  It  sounds 
like  the  denial  of  freedom  of 
the  press  and  freedom  of 
speech.  It  sounds  like  the  loss 
of  freedom  of  the  individual. 
It  soulds  very  much  like  CEN¬ 
SORSHIP.  If  pornography  can 
be  censored,  then  why  can't  a 
Nixon-appointed  Court  ban 
all  disagreement  with  the 
government  since  dissent 
could  take  away  from  the 
"quality  of  life."  This  country 
is  built  on  freedom  and  if  the 
country  loses  sight  of  this 
freedom,  imagine  all  those 
who  have  died  in  vain  for  our 
freedom. 

To  paraphrase  a  famou! 
quote:  I  may  disagree  witf 
your  interest  and  enjoymen 
of  pornography,  but  I  wil 
defend  to  the  death  youi 
right  to  see  it.

There  are  about  three 
hundred  people  locally  concerned 
with  keeping  the  Calumet 
Campus  in  operation.

nearly  200  acres  of  land  with 
thirty  million  dollars  worth  of 
buildings  (and  two  thirds  of  their 
cost  are  being  paid  from  student 
fee  income.)  To  keep  things 
going,  including  paying  the 
statfs,  requires  just  about  seven 
million  dollars  each  year.  The 
biggest  proportion  of  that  comes 
from  the  taxpayers  ot  the  State  of 
Indiqpa. 

For  ''1973-1974"  the  fall 
semester  is  hundreds  of  courses 
and  sections  offered  in  accord 
with  established  programs 
leading  to  certificates  and  dozens 
of  associate,  bachelor's'  and 
master's  degrees.  The  rest  of  the 


"we"  is  around  5500  people 
signed  up  for  more  than  44,000 
credit  hours.  And  it  will  be 
hundreds  of  people  engaged  in 
continuing  education  classes  of 
all  kinds. 

Buf  the  simple  statements 
don't  tell  the  whole  story.

Orientation  Was...

Freshman  orientation  is  a  time  of  uncertainty,  doubts  and  fears.  The 
program  offered  at  PUCC  on  Aug.  16-17  was  designed  to  allay  all  of 
these  and  to  give  the  incoming  freshmen  a  direction  to  go  during  their 
college  career. 

Using  this  knowledge  as  my  base,  I  once  again  became  a  freshman 
in  spirit  and  suffered  through  the  rigors  of  orientation.  My  conclusion? 
Freshman  orientation  is  precisely  what  the  student  makes  of  it. 
Freshman  orientation  minus  the  late  starts  and  usual  bad  lunch  ($5.00 
for  this?)  was  well  planned  and  organized,  leaving  most  of  the 
initiative  up  to  the  Frosh.  If  they  did  not  want  to  participate  in  group 
discussions  and  make  them  a  success  -  it  they  wanted  to  be  uninvolved 
and  bored,  that  was  their  chofce. 

The  activities  that  were  planned  for  the  freshmen  were  mostly  small 
discussion  group  activities  with  highly  structured  questions  to  get  the 
students  to  know  each  other.  In  order  to  split  up  cliques,  everyone  was 
given  a  puzzle  piece  to  match  in  color  and  number  with  other  puzzle 
pieces.  With  a  good  leader  and  good  participants  this  should  have 
worked  out  very  well.  However,  one  group  that  I  was  in  was  a  total  flop 
and  the  other  was  very  stimulating.  This  I  would  not  blame  on  the 
student  leaders  but  on  the  Interest  of  the  Frosh  involved.  The  main 
problem  with  the  discussion  groups  was  that  if  a  student  did  feel 
uninvolved  there  was  no  other  activity  for  him  to  go  to.  There  was  the 
feeling  of  being  trapped  into  a  time  schedule  of  things  to  do. 

A  very  helpful  session  that  I  did  participate  in  was  the  Concurrent 
Session  in  which  various  professors  acted  as  counselors  to  a  roomful  of 
students  and  answered  questions  regarding  procedures,  etc.  There 
was  a  very  late  start  to  this  session  during  which  time  everyone  stared 
at  the  walls  and  each  other,  frosh  and  student  leaders  included.  When 
the  counselors  finally  arrived  many  helpful  suggestions  were  given 
aboutTiow  to  handle  the  bureaucracy  of  the  school  when  the  student 
feels  trapped.  Self  reliance  rather  than  reliance  upon  the  university 
was  stressed. 

Information  sessions,  which  we  did  not  participate  in  looked  as 
though  they  might  have  been  very  helpful.  They  included  talks  from 
Campus  Security,  the  Counseling  Center,  Admissions,  Registration, 
Financial  Aid  and  Activities  Sign-up,  all  of  which  the  new  students 
would  not  have  known  too  much  about.  It  they  came  off  as  planned 
there  was  a  great  deal  learned  about  the  campus  from  these  sessions. 

Freshman  orientation  was  an  interesting  activity,  but  I  did  not  feel 
that  it  completely  fulfilled  its  purpose  as  I  had  a  lot  of  unanswered 
questions  in  my  head  as  I  left  at  the  end  of  the  day.  But,  maybe, 
shouldn't  I  have  taken  the  incentive  and  asked  them?

"College  is. ..more  than  just  a 
grade"  The  job  of  the  Orientation 
'73  Task  Force  was  to  help 
incoming  freshmen  discover  just 
how  much  more.  The  Task  Force 
members  planned  and  directed 
two  Orientation  days,  held 
August  16  and  17,  to  introduce 
new  students  to  the  opportunities, 
problems,  and  new  situations 
which  they  will  encounter  as 
freshmen  in  a  big  university. 

Aiong  with  about  half  of  the 
freshmen,  I  attended  the  Friday 
Orientation  session---to  learn 
more  about  Purdue  and  to  meet 
new  friends.  Arrival  time  was 
9:00  a.m.  and  we  were  greeted  by 
Task  Force  members  who 
presented  us  with  a  grab  bag 
which  contained  the  two 
necessities  for  a  college  student 
at  exam  time  -Exedrin  and 
deodorant.  We  received  dance 
and  lunch  tickets,  a  tew  strange 
looking  pieces  of  paper,  and  a 
manuai  titled  "The  Art  of 
Survival  at  Purdue  Calumet." 


We  assembled  in  SFLC  360  and 
were  told  that  the  strange  pieces 
of  paper  were  actually  puzzle 
parts.  The  object  was  to  find  the 
other  nine  or  ten  people  who  had 
the  rest  of  the  pieces  to  complete 
your  puzzle.  This  involved 
general  contusion  as  Green 
Sevens,  Pink  Ones,  and  Blue 
Fives  looked  for  each  other.  Once 
the  groups  were  organized  we 
were  assigned  student  ieaders 
and  our  orientation  really  began. 

Some  groups  toured  the 
campus  while  others  were 
involved  in  "Small  group/  Large 
group  interaction."  We  had  small 
group  discussions  during  which 
we  were  encouraged  to  get  to 
know  each  other  and  to  talk 
openly.

One  upperclassman 
told  me,  "When  we  were 
freshmen,  they  made  us  wear 
beanies  and  played  tricks  on  us. 
We  won't  do  that  to  you.  We  want 
to  make  you  feel  welcome." 

At  1:30  all  the  freshmen 
assembled  in  a  lecture  hall  tor  a 
talk  by  Tony  Ruberti,  Safety  and 
Security.  Mr.  Ruberti  answered 
questions  about  parking  permits, 
rules  and  tickets.  He  assured  us 
that  it  we  leave  our  lights  on  all 
night  or  lock  our  keys  in  our  car, 
someone  from  Safety  and 
Security  will  be  around  to  help  us. 

Orientation  Day  ended  with 
optional  encounter  sessions 
which  provided  freshmen  with 
the  opportunity  to  express  their 
feelings  and  fears.  An 
Orientation  Dance  was  held 
Friday  night  at  the  Armory.

RAPE  is  the  ugliest  four-letter 
word  in  the  English  vocabulary 
and  even  uglier  than  rape  is  its 
consequences. 

There  were  46,430  reported 
rapes  in  the  U.S.  last  year  (it  is 
estimated  that  only  1/  3  of  the 
total  are  reported).  Out  of  the 
46,430  rapes,  only  57%  were 
solved,  73%  (of  the  57%)  going  to 
court,  and  54%  (of  the  73%)  going 
free!  These  statistics  are  from 
the  1972  FBI  Report. 

The  Lake  County  Women's 
Center,  located  at  1113  W.  150th 
St;  East  Chicago,  deals  with 
preventing  rape.  The  Center 
doors  were  officially  opened  2 
months  ago.  Beginning  with  an 
anti-rape  conference  on  Sun.  Oct. 
7  at  2:00,  we  will  initiate  a  rape 
crisis  hot  line  (397-1103).  Women, 
who  are  victims  of  rape  can  call 
in,  receive  legal  advice,  V.D.  and 
abortion  counseling,  and  just 
plain  sisterly  support. 

Since  laws  concerning  rape  are 
somewhat  unrealistic,  with 
legalities  working  against  the

1. )  Carry  a  small  can  of  hair 
spray,  deodorant  or  oven  spray  in 
your  hand.  (Mace  and  knives 
over  4"  are  illegal). 

2. )  Never  Hitchhike.  If  you 
read  the  newspaper,  you  know 
how  many  women  are  never  seen 
alive  after  they  tried  to  hitchhike. 

3. )  It  you  drive  a  car,  make 
sure  it  always  has  at  least  a  1/  2 
tank  of  gas  in  it  and  it  is  in  top 
working  condition.  Also  always 
keep  your  car  locked  while 
driving  as  well  as  parked;  Have 
windows  rolled  up  far  enough  so 
that  no  one  can  reach  In;  and 
check  the  backseat  before  getting 
in.

The  handicapped  children,  for 
example,  are  told  there  is  hope, 
their  future  will  be  happy;  but 
when  the  future  comes,  they  are 
told,  "You  can't  make  it  on  your 
own.  Your  life  has  to  be  taken 
care  of  for  you." 

Don't  you  think  society  better 
start  looking  at  the  handicapped 
as  human  beings  and  not  as 
wounded  creatures?

These  kinds  of  crises  and  others  like  them  are  frequently  faced  by 
married  women  students  at  Purdue  Cal. 

How  to  meet  the  multiple  demands  of  our  multiple  roles  and  still 
meet  the  needs  of  our  multi-faceted  selves  is  the  area  to  be  explored  by 
women's  groups  in  the  Counseling  Center.  The  group  will  give  women 
the  opportunity  to  explore  their  concerns,  interests,  expectations,  and 
problems  with  others  who  share  them.  Together,  we  can  find  means  to 
more  self-fulfilling,  creative,  and  more  satisfying  life-styles.

Women  in  Danger 
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ADVISE 


We  all  gripe... 


We  all  gripe  about  advisors.  All 
of  us  have  heard  the  horror 
stories  about  students  "given  the 
shaft"  by  an  advisor.  Very  few  of 
us  have  been  lucky  enough  to 
have  had  a  good,  interested 
advisor.  An  even  smaller  number 
of  intelligent  students  have  used 
their  brains  and  gone  straight  to 
the  head  of  the  department  for 
advice.  Even  the  administrators 
know  the  advising  system  is 
inefficient  and  for  the  most  part, 
disastrous.  Even  the  advisors 
themselves  know  they  are  doing  a 
poor  iob.  Advising  is  so  important 
yet  we  constantiy  have  a  change 
of  advisors  from  semester  to 
semester,  especially  in  HSSE.  If 
is  to  the  point  that  it  seems  the 
administration  hopes  the  whole 
problem  will  just  disappear. 
They  have  made  some  small 
changes  and  are  hoping  for  the 
best.  But,  why  can't  we  have  a 
system  of  full  time  advisors? 
They  could  be  a  direct  line 
between  student  evaluation  of 
courses  and  instructors.  They 
could  evaluate  new  programs. 
Advisors  could  become  career 
and  job  placement  counselors. 


They  would  be  available  all  the 
time  and  open  to  student 
problems.  They  could  advise 
organizations  and  clubs.  So  many 
problems  would  be  solved  here  at 
PUCC. 

But,  there  isn't  one  available 
dollar  to  put  into  a  system  like 
this.  We  have  to  do  the  best  with 
what  we  have.  Students  have  to 
come  together  and  demand 
better  advisement.  Students  will 
have  to  start  questioning  the 
advisors  more  closely.  Advisors 
will  have  to  take  their  jobs  a  little 
more  seriously .  We  can't  hope  for 
Dean  Elliot  to  find  a  secret 
treasure  underneath  his  house 
and  freely  donate  it.  There  aren't 
going  to  be  any  pots  of  gold  found 
on  the  parking  lot.  We  have  to 
work  together  and  if  that  doesn't 
help,  we  have  to  gripe  gripe  gripe 
until  we  get  some  changes  around 
here.  It  can't  come  too  soon.

Students  at  PUCC  responded 
with  mixed  reactions  when 
questioned  about  their  academic 
advisor.  Fifty  students  from 
various  departments  were 
interviewed  by  this  reporter  to 
find  out  what  they  thought  about 
their  advisor. 

For  one  third  of  the  students 
polled  the  response  was 
negative: 

..."Are  you  kidding;  you 
couldn't  write  those  words  in  the 
newspaper." 

..."I  don't  think  to  much  of 
counselors,  'cause  they  goof  you 
up." 

..."One  time  my  advisor  told 
me  I  needed  a  certain  class,  and 
after  I  took  it  he  wanted  to  know 
why  I  had  taken  it  because  it  was 
not  required." 

..."Last  time  I  went  in,  he 
asked  me  what  I  was  going  to 
take,  and  I  thought  that  was  what 
he  was  supposed  to  be  helping  me 
with." 

From  the  coeds  in  the  Home 
Economics  Department  came  an 
opposite  reaction.  They  had  only 
raves  of  appreciation  for  their 
advisor  and  for  the  individual 
concern  they  feel  she  gives 
them.; 

..."When  I  came  here  I  couldn't 
decide  whether  to  go  into  nursing 


or  kindergarten  education,  and 
she  talked  to  me  about  it  and 
brought  up  a  lot  of  good  points 
that  helped  me  decide." 

..."I  saw  Mrs.  Coolidge  in  the 
hall  one  day  and  she  called  me  by 
name.  That  really  impressed  me; 

I  mean  how  many  students  does 
she  have." 

..."Yeah,  she  knew  my  name 
when  I  came  in  for  drop/  add." 

There  were  other  advisors  on 
whom  the  students  commented 
favorably; 

"Joy  O'Shields,  oh,  I  think  the 
world  of  her.  She's  been  a  great 
help.  She's  been  very  helpful  in 
understanding  my  problems,  and 
she's  never  in  a  hurry  to  get  me 
out  and  get  things  over  with.  It's 
like  she  has  a  personal  interest  in 
me." 

..."I  guess  my  advisor  has 
helped  me  the  most  of  anyone 
here.  I  would  not  know  what's 
going  on  without  him.  My  first 
year  here  he  helped  me  pick  easy 
classes  so  it  wouldn't  be  to  hard 
for  me.  He  knows  who  I  am.  I 
think  he  knows  all  of  us." 

For  other  students  there  was 
confusion  as  to  who  their  advisor 
was,  or  how  much  longer  until  he 
would  be  changed.  This  was 
especially  true  of  students  in  the 
humanities  department. 


..."I've  had  five  counselors. 
They  play  musical  counselor  with 
me.  I  don't  have  any  idea  who  my 
counselor  is  now;  it's  just 
whoever  is  around  to  sign  my 
card  for  me." 

..."I've  heard  that  there  are 
some  really  good  advisors  here. 
But  I  have  had  four  already  and 
still  haven't  found  a  good  one.  I'm 
beginning  to  think  that  they  were 
kidding  me." 

There  are  some  good 
counselors  at  PUCC  according  to 
the  findings  of  this  reporter.  They 
do  exist.  Their  common 
characteristic  is  that  they  are 
concerned  with  each  student  as 
an  individual.  They  have  taken 
the  time  to  look  up  from  the 
student's  record  on  their  desk  to 
encounter  the  student  as  a 
person.  But  as  other  students 
revealed  all  counselors  are  not 
good  counselors. 

..."I  THINK  MY  COUNSELOR 
WOULD  BE  OK,  IF  HE'D  JUST 
CARE  ABOUT  SOMETHING 
OTHER  THAN  JUST  SIGNING 
MY  CARD."

This  is  a  sorry  situation  for 
such  an  important  aspect  of  a 
college  career  as  counseling. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  name 
professors  or  point  a  finger  at  any 
one  counselor  because  they  know 
who  they  are  and  so  do  the 
students.

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Sister  Rosemary  Made  It ! 


To  the  Sisters  and  Brothers: 

I  prefaced  this  article  with 
Sisters  and  Brothers  because  I 
believe,  from  past  experience 
that  the  whites  are  going  to  make 
it.  For,  from  one  hundred  whites 
who  graduate  we  squeeze 
through  one  black.  The  next  few 
lines  will  be  about  a  sister  who 
made  It,  Sister  Rosemary  Moore. 
In  spite  of  the  trials,  tribulations 
and  ordinary  pitfalls  of  life 
managed  to  leave  Purdue  with  a 
record  that  all  blacks  and  whites 
would  be  proud  of,  a  record  of 
academic  excellence.  In  view  of 
her  achievements,  she  was 
granted  the  Distinguished 
Nursing  Award  by  Dean  Elliot. 
But  this  is  the  end  of  a  long,  hard 
struggle  and  not  the  beginning. 

The  story  of  Rosemary  and  her 
quest  begins  in  the  late  1960's. 
She  awoke  one  morning  and 


found  thaf  her  husband  had  left 
and  she  had  five  children  to 
raise.  I  would  imagine  that  her 
capability  for  learning  existed 
years  ago  but  she  had,  like  so 
many  other  black  sisters  and 
brothers,  to  leave  school  to  help 
her  father  and  mother  support 
the  family.  That  hurdle  she 
managed  to  survive;  she  also 
survived  the  black  emasculated 
syndrome.  But  now  she  faced  one 
of  life's  greafest  challenges,  a 
challenge  that  has  been  all  too 
familiar  in  black  homes.  The 
black  woman,  the  matriarch 
being  confronted  with  supporting 
a  family. 

It  was  at  this  time  in  her  life 
that  she  met  a  Doctor  Endris  of 
Purdue  Lafayette,  Division  of 
Parent  Education  on  Family 
Living.  Dr.  Endris  perceived 
Rosemary's  potential  and 


encouraged  her  to  take  the 
academic  route.  So  Rosemary 
decided  to  go  back  to  school.  Her 
first  stop  was  Washington  High 
School  and  go  to  school  she  did. 
She  went  to  day  school  and  night 
school  plus  worked  an  eight  hour 
midnight  shift  at  St.  Catherines 
Hospital.  She  had  the  distinction 
of  being  the  oldest  student  at 
Washington  High  School  at  that 
time.  This  honor  she  could  live 
with  but  a  twinkle  comes  to  her 
eyes  when  she  speaks  of  the  time 
the  truant  officer  called  to  report 
her  missing  from  class. 

Upon  graduation  she  entered 
Purdue's  School  of  Nursing  with 
the  background  of  a  licensed 
practical  nursing  certificate  and 
the  "need  more  and  bound  to 
have"  feeling.  It  took  her  three 
years  to  complete  her  registered 
nurse  degree  requirements,  and 


out  of  fhose  three  years,  five 
semesters  she  made  the  Dean's 
List.  She  speaks  of  the  times 
when  she  felt  she  was  in  over  her 
head  but  now  she  was  committed. 
She  had  charted  a  course  and  had 
come  too  far  to  turn  around.  The 
task  before  her  was  clear,  she 
was  a  black  woman  and  she  was 
going  to  make  it. 

Rosemary  speaks  with  pride  of 
her  son  who  will  graduate  from 
DePaw,  with  a  doctorate  degree 
in  Law,  and  her  other  children  in 
college  and  high  school. 

During  her  last  year  at  Purdue 
it  became  extremely  difficult  to 
maintain  the  standard  of 
scholastic  achievement.  Along 
with  working  full  time,  caring  for 
her  children  at  home  and  a  semi¬ 
invalid  mother,  she  had  to 
commute  back  and  forth  to  school 
from  East  Chicago,  most  of  the- 


fime  by  taxis.  Then  came  the 
coup-d'etat,  the  tragic  death  of 
her  sister.  Her  sister's  death  left 
three  children  to  whom  she 
opened  her  heart  and  her  door  to 
take  care  of  their  stranded  lives. 
Because  of  the  death  she  missed 
time  from  school,  but  she  came 
back  as  determined  as  ever. 
Rosemary  came  to  Purdue  no 
better  prepared  than  most  Blacks 
from  a  faulty  educational 
background.  Being  Black  we  no 
longer  can  afford  the  luxury  of 
failure.  Being  Black  itself  is 
magnified  by  the  fact  that 
success  has  often  eluded  us. 

Life's  road  is  marked  with  dead 
ends  but  we  have  to  overcome 
this.  Rosemary,  as  a  Black  man, 
I  am  proud  of  you  and  I  am  proud 
of  what  you  have  done.

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TIPS  from  the  BURSAR

A.  ID  CARDS. 

All  students  attending  Purdue 
Calumet  are  required  to  have  an 
ID  card  for  cashing  personal 
checks  at  the  Bursar's  Office,  for 
checking  out  books  and  other 
materials  from  the  Library  and 
for  exemption  from  sales  tax  in 
the  Cafeteria. 

Those  students  who  have  ID 
cards  from  last  year  must  have 
their  ID'S  validated.  All 
beginning  and  transfer  students 
may  have  their  pictures  taken  on 
Wednesday,  Thursday,  and 


Friday,  September  12, 13, 14  from 
9  am  to  8  pm  at  the  Bursar's 
Office  in  the  Gyte  Building. 
Students  who  have  lost  their  ID's 
or  who  failed  to  have  them  taken 
last  year  can  also  have  them 
taken  at  this  time.  Students  who 
have  lost  their  ID'S,  however, 
must  pay  a  $2  replacement  fee. 

Students  who  cannot  have  their 
pictures  taken  at  the  above  times 
can  have  taken  on  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays  from  1  to  4  pm. 

B.  STUDENT  INSURANCE 

Students  who  are  taking  eight 
or  more  hours  may  purchase 
insurance  at  the  Bursar's  Office. 


There  is  a  choice  of  four  types  of 
insurance:  A-student  only;  B- 

student  and  spouse;  C-student 
spouse,  and  children;  D-student 
and  children.  This  insurance  plan 
protects  students  of  Purdue,  and 
if  desired,  their  dependents  at 
home,  at  school,  or  while 
traveling  in  the  U.S.  or  Canada, 
24  hours  a  day.  Benefits  become 
effective  7  days  before  classes 

begin  for  the  fall  semester  or  at 
the  time  of  purchase  if  after 
classes  start.  Coverage  continues 
for  one  year  from  fhat  dafe.  For 
Fall  Semester,  insurance  must  be 
purchased  by  September  30. 


C.  ATHLETIC  AND  ACTIVITY 
PASSES 

All  students  carrying  9  or  more 
credit  hours  are  automatically 
assessed  a  $15  athletic  and 
activity  fee.  This  pass  is  good  for 
all  campus  social  and  athletic 
activities  throughout  the 
semester.  The  fee  is  optional  for 
sfudents  faking  less  fhan  9  hours. 

A&A  passes  may  be  picked  up 
at  the  Bursar's  Office  on 
September  12,  13,  and  14. 

Students  who  lose  their  A&A 
passes  may  pay  $1.00  at  the 
Bursar's  Office  and  receive  a 
duplicate  pass.  The  ID  card  must 
be  shown  with  the  A&A  pass  to 
enter  an  event  on  campus. 

D.  REFUNDS 

Course  fees  will  be  refunded 
under  the  following  conditions: 

1)  Withdrawal  during  the 


second  week  of  the  semester 
(Sept.  2  to  Sept.  6)  60%  refund. 

2)  Withdrawal  during  the  3rd 
week  of  the  semester  (Sept.  9  to 
13),  40%  refund. 

3)  Withdrawal  during  the  4th 
week  of  the  semester  (Sept.  16  to 
20)  20%  refund. 

4)  Wifhdrawal  after  4th  week  of 
the  semester,  no  refund. 

Refunds  are  not  transferable 
from  one  regisfrafion  period  to 
another.  The  Registration  Office 
in  the  Gyte  Building  must  be 
notified  of  fhe  class  withdrawal  a 
student  wishes  to  make  so  that  he 
will  not  be  given  a  failing  grade  in 
the  course  involved. 

The  Bursar's  Office  is  open 
from  9  am  to  7:30  pm,  Mon.  to 
Thurs.  and  Fri.  9  am  to  4  pm,  all 
semester.

Lucifer's  Friend  A  new  album 
that's  three  years  old.  That's 
right.  This  album  was  not 
released  in  the  U.S.  until  early 
this  year  while  it  was  floating 
around  Europe  since  1970.

Mott  does  a  few  slow  ballad  type 
songs  which  are  not  too  bad 
either.  They're  at  their  best 
while  poking  fun  at  society.  I 
suppose  some  of  it  really  isn't 
amusing  though.  In  "Hymn  for 
the  Dudes"  Ian  Hunter  has 
written  a  striking  lyric  about 
dying. .."Sweet  instant  Christian, 
you  are  such  a  sly  clown.

This  is  a 
fine  album  with  an  odd  sense  of 
humor. 

Captain  Beyond-Sufficiently 
Breathless  Well,  it  didn't  leave 
me  breathless.  More  than 
anything  else,  it  left  a  bad  taste  in 
my  mouth.  The  combined  talents 
of  Deep  Purple's  old  singer  ig 
with  the  ex-bass  and  lead  t 
from  Iron  Butterfly  should  to 
an  exciting  album.  Their  first 
album  proved  to  be  a  true  gem. 
They've  toned  down

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considerably,  and  so  has  the 
quality  of  the  band.  I  suppose  this 
may  be  called  something  of  a 
transition  album  because  they've 
added  a  few  members.

Dr.  Pan  returns 


A  faculty  member  of  Purdue 
University  Calumet  Campus 
went  to  his  native  Republic 
of  China  to  address  an 
international  conference  on 
science  education. 

Dr.  Jaming  Pan,  section 
chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Physics,  was  invited  by  the 
Republic's  Ministry  of  Education 
to  speak  at  the  conference  in 
Tapei,  Taiwan,  held  August  3 
through  21. 

He  addressed  a  session  of  the 
International  Conference  on 
Science  Education  and 
Engineering  in  Industry.  His 
topic  concerned  ways  of  making 
more  science  courses  available  to 
the  young  people  of  the  Republic 
of  China  and  other  countries. 

The  occasion  marked  Dr.  Pan's 
first  return  visit  since  he 
left  Taiwan  16  years  ago  to 
further  his  education  in  the 
United  States. 

A  native  of  Foo  Chow  in  the 
Fukien  Province  of  China,  Dr. 
Pan  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Calumet  Campus  faculty  since 
1960  and  is  a  naturalized 
American  citizen. 

He  received  his  bachelor's 
degree  at  Taiwan  Normal 
University  and  master's  at 
Northwestern  University, 
majoring  in  physics.  He  was 
teaching  assistant  at 
Northwestern  for  three  years 
before  joining  the  Purdue 
faculty.  In  1971  he  was  awarded  a 


Ph.D.  degree  in  electrical 
engineering  by  the  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology. 

Accompanying  him  on  the  trip 
to  the  Republic  of  China  was  his 
wife,  Clara,  and  their  three 
children,  Wilbur,  8,  Hubert,  5, 
and  14-month-old  daughter, 
Wyileen.  They  planned  to  visit 
Pan's  father  and  other  relatives. 
Mrs.  Pan  is  from  Anching  in  the 
Chinese  province  of  Aahui. 

Dr.  Pan  has  been  active  in 
community  affairs  in  the  Home- 
wood,  Illinois  area  as  well  as 
in  professional  scientific 
organizations.  Last  April  he  was 
elected  to  a  three-year  term  on 
the  Board  of  Education  of 
District  153  in  Homewood.  He 
was  originally  named  to  the 
board  in  October,  1972,  to  fill  a 
vacancy. 

He  has  done  research  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  with  laser 
beams.  His  probing  has 
concentrated  on  the  effects  of 
laser  beams  on  quartz  and  other 
crystals. 

His  professional  affiliations 
include  the  Calumet  Section  of 
the  Institute  of  Electrical  and 
Electronic  Engineers.  He  is 
currently  secretary  of  that 
organization  and  has  held  the 
post  of  treasurer.  Also,  he  holds 
membership  in  the  American 
Association  of  University 
Professors  and  the  American 
Association  of  Physics  teachers. 
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Vets  Get 
Helping  Hand 


Michael  A.  Clapman,  area 
educator  specializing  in 
counseling,  has  been  named 
director  of  the  newly  created 
Office  of  Veterans  Affairs  at 
PUCC. 

He  will  coordinate  the 
veterans'  counseling  service 
which  is  being  funded  by  a 
federal  grant  of  $17,007.  The 
grant  was  made  by  the  U.S. 
Office  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare  to  provide  counseling  and 
other  assistance  to  all  veterans, 
particularly  those  who  served  in 
Indochina. 

Clapman's  appointment  was 
announced  by  Melvin  D.  DeGraft, 
assistant  dean  tor  student 
services,  following  acquisition  of 
the  federal  grant  earlier  this 
summer. 

"We  are  very  pleased  that 
Mike  Clapman,  who  has  been 
working  for  Purdue  Calumet  as  a 
Graduate  Assistant  in  the  Student 
Counseling  Center,  will  be  able  to 
continue  as  Veterans' 
Counselor,"  DeGraft  said.  "He  is 
fully  aware  of  the  problems  that 
are  unique  to  veterans,  and  we 
are  anticipating  much  success  in 
the  area  of  veterans'  assistance." 

Clapman  and  a  staff  of  tour 
part-time  assistants  will  begin 
contacting  veterans  in  the 
Calumet  Region  to  inform  them 
of  the  benefits  which  may  be 
available  as  a  means  of  getting 
into  college.  They  will 
concentrate  on  the  veterans' 
Tutorial  and  Outreach  programs, 
focusing  in  the  minority  sectors 
of  the  communities.  The  aim  is  to 
provide  veterans  with  post-high 
school  training  that  will  expedite 
their  study  programs  at  PUCC. 

In  addition,  they  will  be 
involved  in  tutoring,  setting  op 
remedial  assistance  programs 
and  providing  consultation 
regarding  personal,  educational 
and  career  problems. 

Clapman,  27,  is  a  graduate  of 


Indiana  University,  where  he 
received  a  B.S.  degree  in 
secondary  education  social 
studies  teaching  in  1969.  Last 
June  he  was  awarded  an  M.S. 
degree  in  counseling  and 
personnel  services  by  PUCC. 

For  the  past  year  Clapman  has 
served  as  graduate  assistant  in 
the  Calumet  Campus  Counseling 
Center.  The  facility,  directed  by 
Dr.  Larry  M.  Crawford,  provides 
vocational  testing  and  career 
counseling  for  the  general  public 
as  well  as  students. 

Clapman  and  his  staff  will 
utilize  the  facilities  of  the 
counseling  center,  which  has 
been  moved  into  newly 
remodeled  quarters  in  the 
Millard  E.  Gyte  Science  Building. 
His  office  will  be  at  the  center. 

A  native  of  Munster,  Clapman 
was  a  social  studies  teacher  at 
Hammond  Technical-Vocational 
High  School  from  1969  to  1972.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  American 
Personnel  and  Guidance 
Association  and  is  married  to  the 
former  Cheryl  Diamond,  o1 
Indianapolis. 

Clapman  said  he  plans  to  call  a 
special  meeting  for  all  honorably 
discharged  veterans  to  inform 
the  ex-GI's  of  the  resources 
available  to  them  at  the  Calumet 
Campus. 

"Also,  many  veterans  are 
unaware  of  the  educational 
benefits  which  are  still  available 
to  them  and  the  fact  that  such 
benefits  which  are  still  available 
to  them  and  the  fact  that  such 
benefits,  in  many  cases,  will  soon 
expire,"  Clapman  declared. 

Hundreds  of  Vietnam  veterans 
have  been  taking  courses  at  the 
Calumet  Campus  with  G.l.

In  my  first  year  of  writing,  I 
tended  to  "over-compliment"  the 
'72  Pur-Cal  soccer  squad.  It's  not 
that  they  didn't  deserve  praise, 
but  my  build-up  was  somewhat 
"over  doing  it,"  especially  since 
the  Pipers  lost  all  ten  games  last 
season  and  allowed  76  goals. 

So,  this  season.  I'll  try  to  take  a 
more  objective  and  honest  glance 
at  the  Piper's  soccer  chances. 

WEAKNESSES  OR  DIFFI- 
CULTIES:  The  Pipers  lack  any 
one  or  two  stars,  like  Rod  Wine- 
gart  and  Norm  McConnell,  that 
could  pilot  the  young  squad.  Only 
three  of  this  year's  athletes  are 


commented  "that  no  one  player 
is  assured  of  a  starting  role." 
Now,  you  can  turn  that  phrase 
around,  about  "lacking  the  one  or 
two  big  stars,"  —  and  make  it 
read  "an  exceptionally  well- 
balanced  team  where 
competition  within  the  team  is 
extremely  rugged." 

The  Pipers  will  return  with 
eight  lettermen  that  include  two 
excellent  shooters  in  Don  Willison 
and  Bob  Barney.  Bob  Markovich 
is  labeled  as  very  quick  and  a 
hustling  type  "go-get-em"  ball¬ 
player.  Valtko  Nocheski  looked 
quite  good,  according  to  Carroll, 
in  the  '73  Northwest  Indiana 
Soccer  League.  The  only  senior, 
Dennis  Macgregor,  is  a  much 
improved  player.  On  defense,  the 
Pipers  will  consist  of  lettermen 
Jim  Cook,  Robert  Jones,  and 
Tom  Stryzinski  —  all  well-expe¬ 
rienced  with  a  lot  of  muscle 
included. 

Carroll  has  eight  other 
individuals,  who  happened  to 
have  comprised  the  bulk  of  the 
area's  finest  high  school  soccer 
teams,  Hammond  High  and 
Hammond  Morton.  When  these 
eight  played  as  sophomores  ('70), 
Hammond  High  won  the 
conference  and  Morton  the 
tournament.

The  loss  of 
Winegart  may  hamper  the
